They were 
too wise however, not to see 
that some substitute must be 
provided, so they ordained 
that every tenth day should be a 
rest-day. This was an acknowledge 
ment that the Sabbath was Ibuudcd 
on a principle which long exper¬ 
ience bad prove*I to lie a sound 
principle. There is no question on 
tins point among the American 
people. The nnmlier of those wli?» 
would abolish the Sabbath as a rest 
im very small indeed. Thu Sub 
bath is really n national instiru^ou 
in this respe«-t, all our governing 
authorities. National. State and 
municipal, and all our courts of rec¬ 
ord refraining from 
business on that day. 

Hut to individuals the Sabbath 
should Is- something more than a 
rest-day. The law requires the 
cessation of labor, not only that 
physical benefit* may result but in 
order that individuals may worship 
God iindistiirtied by the noise aud 
distractions of industry ami cone 
merwj. Our churches o|»eri wide 
their doom, and tlie throngs enter 
and pay their allegiance to the 
Ring of Kings. It is in Mich orcu- 
piUious that the individual sane 
the day, strengthens his own moral 
and religious character, and tits 
himself for t[us highest duties ol 
citizenship. Thu Ha 1*bath i qtliere- 
torts, a day of moral education and 
recoin?ration, and it will Is- a Had 
day for our Nation when, if ever, it 
ceases to be, in this .sense, a Hub 
bath-keeping nation. 

We ask no laws from Congress or 
Htate Legislature to command re 
bgious devotion. We ask not lung 
more than compulsory cessation ol 
Irusiness. ami real mint of bn mom! i 
ty from the State. The Church 
will do the^'sf. the Church will 
sanctify the day. Tire Church will 
provide such instruction as men 
need to make them moral and re 
ligious livings; and men educated 
are the best.lbe stafioclresf nud tin* 
most intelligent citizens, null such 
cjU/s ns are the only i^mrce nud 
safeguard qf national prosjMirity.

There 
should be no cessation of the stnif 
gle for tariff reform until a plan Is 
|ierfected which ia fair to existing 
industries, which will reduce to con¬ 
sume r* the cost of the ueoeaauries 
of Life, and which will give our man- 
ulactorem freer raw materials,with* 
out injury to American labor. The 
cause is the people’s. It should 
never lie compromised.

CivWvation has invented the 
phrase clearing np, which means 
wanton removal of all things that 
stand iu the wuy of onr immediate 
needs. Where vast stretches of 
oaks covered millions of seres it Is 
difficult to find a single grove or s 
single tree; but how inestimable 
•sob remains are whan found ! It 
t* not wholly from tha utilitarian 
•tand|)oint that wa look, Imt the 
isdhetic. These are like their sur¬ 
roundings. if it be undesirable to 
dwell in tba forest, it la at ill more 
undesirable to dwell without the 
companionship of trees.
